Tho minimum wago and "Little Warner" discussions 
are logically tied to participation in the statewide initiative campaign, 
Discussions of ncizhborhood problems naturally sugecst remecial action, 
The objective of this cntirc program should be, not discussion or cducation 
for its own sakc, but thc involvoment of as many people as possible in a 
web of meaningful personal relationships, pointing toward the solutionof 
probloms by the direct action of those most fircetly affocted by these problems. 
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
